Action 4: The properties north of Riverside and east of Lawrence should be built 

out with commercial uses along the corridors of Riverside & 183.

Imagine Austin 
The Montopofe neighborhood has a m̂ ix of single-family houses and larger apartment 
complexes. The addition of townhouses allowed under the SF-e (Townhouse B. Condominium 
Residence) increases housing options in the Montopolis neighborhood. The following Imagine 
Austin policies support the zoning change: 
• H PI, Distribute a variety of housing types throughout the City to expand the choices able to 

meet the financial and lifestyle needs of Austin's diverse population. 

• H P5. Promote a diversity of land uses throughout Austin to allow a variety of housing types 
including rental and ownership opportunities for singles, famiiies with and without children, 
seniors, persons with disabilities, and multi-gieneratfonal families. 

• Nl PI. Create complete neighborhoods across Austin that have a mix of housing types and 
iand uses, affordable housing and transportation options, and access to school's, retail, 
employment, community services, and parks and recreation options.
